The annual meeting of the Lake Co. 
FarnT Bureau was held at the ofiice of 
the organization at liibertwille, Satur- 
day, March 5. The Bureau has, just 
flnislTed four years of work and the re- 
sults secured by the organization dur- 
ing that period was generally discussed 
in the reports of the various oflicers. 
A report of the financial condition was 
made by the'tre&surer L. A. Huebsch. 
C. S' Rhode, of tiie Dairy Department 
of the University of Illinois, who is to 
take the place of the present farm ad- 
visor Mr: Watkins, as soon as possible, 
woB present arid gave a short get ac- 
qualn ed talk, . =.'-'r.' ' -" 

Mr* C. Larsen, who, is in charge of 
the eairy work for the Illinoia Agricul- 
tural association gave the principal dis- 
cussion of the afternoon. He saidin 
port: ''The efliciency of any organi- 
zation depends, upon the efficiency. of 
the smallest unit, so our state and nat 
ional farmers, organization depends 
upon our small units, such as we have 
here in Lake county. Our* state asso- 
ciation has some responsibility to carry 
out a program of marketing dairy pro- 
ducts that will accrue to the benefit of 
both producer and consumer. The sur- 
plus milk problem is a big one to solve, 
as thesurpius all over the United States 
comes at the same time of the year and 
we all have lowprices at the same time. 
We should shift our surplus to a time 
when prices are best or work for a 
more uniform price throughout the year 
consistent with cost of production. 

Butter fat' controls the whole milk 
prices or regulates it and there is three 
times as much butter produced during 
the months of May, June and July as 
during the winter months. What we 
need is steady dependable outlet for^ur 
milk, while we know that there are 
some sections of Illinois at present that 
have'no markel.at all. 

Every dairyman is at a heavy ex- 
pense to produce milk that will suit the 
requirements of an exacting city trade. 
Poor milk placed on the market, (and 
the dairymen are not always to blame 
for; this) causes a lot of talk to dis* 
credit milk producers and every effort 
should be made by organized-dairymen 
to bring about a better, understanding 
between the producers ond consumers.

Plans and specification for the work 
at the dam in Fox river, a short dis- 
tance south of jMcHe'nry, have been 
completed by the engineering commit- 
tee. 

The ensineering committee, in turn, 
is now receiving and considering bids 
on this work and It is the hope of the 
directors of the Fox River Valley Deep 
Waterway association to be able to have 
the contract for this work placed within 
a week and the work at tlie dam com- 
pleted at a very early date, thus provid- 
ing a good, navaciuble stage of water 
in Fox river as well as the upper lakes 
for early spring and, of course, to main- 
tain same the year around. 

The plans of the engineering com- 
mittee for immediate work do not only 
include repairing the dam, but also 
diking some of the very low land as well 
fiB cleaning out and deepening a few of 
the most important channels. This 
work, it is hoped, will be accomplished 
within the.course of the next few weeks 
and which work, of course, will , be 
followed up by additional improvements 
as rapidly as the funds of the associa- 
tion will permit. 

At this time the engineering com- 
mittee is also compiling data with ref- 
ei'ffnce to the/cost ond maintenonce ex- 
pense of weed cutters, channel markers 
and dredging equipment and it ia'the 
hope of that committee to be able to 
odvise the membership at, large the 
complete cost of these various accom- 
plishments in. the near future so that 
the people of the district consisting of 
members and prospective members will 
know the estimated approximate total 
cost of the improvements the associa- 
tion has planned. *

Airplane cind Bomb Against Battleship 



P AnTICIPATION by Uie "War dcpnrt- 
i mont In experiments to determine 
the value of aircraft against major na- 
val ve&'scia has been invited by Secre- 
tary Daniels in d letter to Secrctarj" 
Baker. " ^ >• '' _ 

The first test wifl be conducted Avith- 
In ninety days, Sir. Daniels said, with 
conditions similar to tliose of battle. 
The capture*] German battleship Os- 
frleslnnd, of 20,500 tons, probably will 
be used. 

Admiral It. E. Coontz, chief of naval 
operations, previously had told tlic 
house naval comraKtee tlmt within' 
three months tlio Navy department 
would liomb a large warship from tJio 
air in the open sea In nn eltort to test 
the theory advanced by Brigadier Gen- 
eral Mitchell of the army air service 
that airplanes had made capital navnl 
vessels useless. 

Representative Mondell of ^A■yomlng„ 
Ucpuhlicun fioor leader, who preceded 
Adndml Coontz, wanied the commit- 
tee tliat unless expenditures for mili- 
tary establishments wore cut some 
larger nations would be- driven Into 
bankruptcy. ' . • 

The United States should take tlie 
lend In disarmament, ho said, adding: 

"If an agreement is not reached for 
tile limitation of nrmnments and war- 
like expenditures In the near future 
the fault will be tlmt of America^ as 
In former days the fault was that of 
Germany." 




Discussing disurmnnicntf Admiral 
Coontz advised against stopping any 
ol! tlie 1010 building program so far as 
big ships were concerned. 

Secretary. Daniels, In making public 
his letter, pointed out tlmt by allied 
agreement the United Stales was obli- 
gated to destroy tlip psfrleslaud, and 
other f onner German naval vessels 
given thi« country, as soon as experi- 
ments under way were concluded. He 
could think of no more fitting or U8e- 
ful method of destroying them, he said, 
tlian by usln^ them In aviation bomb- 
ing experiments. He intimated tlmt 
the old battleship lowu, already fitted 
with radio control apparatus, would 
be used for n similar puriiose. 

The Osfrleslnnd was one of the 
more modem battleships of the former 
knlser'Svuavy,. mounting 12-inch guna. 
It la fitted with n verj' thorough sys- 
tem of bulkheads and water-tight com- 
partments.

Nevertheless, tlm senate Ims de- 
clined to embark on tiio mak- 
ing of blue laws. By nn overwhelming 
majority. It rejected an atnendment 
by Senator Smoot ^banning Ruioking 
In tlie government departmenta. 

It did, however, adopt a mtld sub- 
stitute offered by Senator Wadsworlli 
of New York; Jcaving It to tlie discre- 
tion of department heada to forbid 
smoking where valuable public recofds 
Were endangered. 



Spirited debate preceded the rejec- 
tion of tile Smoot amendment Sen- 
ator Ilobhison of Arkansas, Democrat, 
declared that the measure was adroit- 
ly framed so that It would not for- 
bid senators and representatives smok. 
Ing In the capltol, although It would 
prevent the president from enjoying 
an after-dinner cigar at the White 
House. He considered this unfair dis- 
crimination; 

Senator Knox of Pennsylvania, He- 
publican, agreed wltli him. . He called 
attention to tJie fact that the Ijlll 
merely tabooed the smoking of tobac- 
co and Insisted the jneasure should 
be amended to cover "alleged" tobac- 
co. . .' . 

"Some of the odors tlmt arise In tlie, 
cloak rooms from. the cigars gentle- 
mcu are smoking, make me doubt 
whether tliey can be called tobacco," 
said Senator Knox.

Senator Smith Of Arizona, Democrat, 
characterized the measure na V tlie en- 
tering wedge of-n most contemptible 
and restraining blue law," and charged 
til at Its supporters were nonsmokera. 

Senator Smith. declared Uint If ihia 
sort of legislation wore to be enacted 
the United States would rnlse a gen- 
eration of "dudes and niucompoopa."

The total cost of 
our forces In Germany up to date la 
the sum of ?20;J.028.320. Up to Sep- 
tember 30, 1020, Gorwiuiy had pnid 535,- 
573,058, leaving a balance due tlie Uni- 
ted States of $228,054.02. Tlio aver- 
age cost to Germany, wlien she pays 
It, will bo ?71,218 per doy. 

There was a good deal of douht In 
tho testimony which was adduced be- 
fore our committee, nnd I Imve the 
figures up to' September 80, 1020. Since 
that time an examination lias been 
made, but up to date we Imvo found 
uo. subsequent payments.

Entente Resorts to Arms When Berlin 
Delegation Falls to Make Further 
Proposals— French Are Jubi- 
lant at Turn of Affaire. 

Paris, Jlnrch 0.— The march into 
Gernmhy is on. Iteporls from varloua 
fr<mtlur points kwy the. Brlllfih at 
Cologne and the French at Muyehce ■ 
are on the mttve, with small detach- 
ments crnHshig the Itblne liiid bridge- 
bead positions, preparatory to tlm 
movement of the main force of each 
army of occupation. The advance 
hendqiiarlers of the allied armies has' 
been estubllKhed at Col(tgne. 

Although It is inconceivable that the 
Germans will, orcnn, rcHist, the French 
are ndviincing as If an aciunl atale of 
hostilities existed. It is uiuleratood 
^Irastlc orders liuve heou Issued In cukc 
the French encounter warlike Ger- 
mans. There is great activity at the 
ministry of war. All told. 800,000 
French, are under arms. ' 

London, .March 0.— "The die' Is cast." 
So stated I'remler Lloyd George 
wben he torrnlnated tlie repanitlohs 
conference with the German delegates, 
and it was arinouiiced the French und 
allied trooiis were prepared tn march 
Into Germany to hold adilHIonal Ger- 
man territory asjiosiage for tiie pay- 
ment of the ■ demanded , war In-' 
Uemnlly. 

In his declaratldii to the G.enuan 
delogiites Premier Lloyd George said: 
"Ail those responsible for the af- 
fairs of a distracted and uncertain 
worUI demand 'settle your difference 
and let us know the worst.' It Is an 
appeal to common sense." 

In a- statement made immediately 
after the lireaklng up Lloyd George 
said : . ■ 

"Germany is far from settling the 
questions at issue. She is not looklug 
forward two months. After five years 
she has no figures, no proposals, no 
methods for meeting the indemnity 
she brought upon her.solf." 

The following statement was made 
by Dr. Walter Simons, German foreign 
minister and hcadof the German dele- 
g'atlnn here. 

"We did our best and now we are 
obliged to follow tJie allies' demands 
nnd endure tlie sanctions (penal- 
ties). 

"It Is regrettable that no solution 
of the reparations was reuvhed, but 
JVC do not give Up hope for future suc- 
cessful negotiations. 

"Our mission has been futile, but it 
has sli'own the' world that Germany Is 
a united nation." 

The Germans were exceedingly de- 
pressed and dl.sheartened when they 
communicated the allied ultimatum to 
Berlin. Doctor Simons' dlsimtcli was 
laconic, in Its* briefness. It simply 
stated to Willielmstrasise that the ne- 
gotiations had broken down and the 
German delegation was returning 
home. 

Ilerr Bergman of the Teuton en- 
voys said: . 

"The decision Is extremely unfor- 
tunate. It means the carrying out of 
the sanctions will begin Immediately. 
Tlie French troops are ninrclilng into 
Germany, but the towns which will be 
occupied are willing to undergo the 
sacrifices* for the fatherland. I do not 
know what the future will bring, hut 
we. have carried out the. wlsiies' of the 
German people?* " ." ' 

It is said tluit Premier Lloyd 
George, w;ha had been conciliatory 
throughout the negotiations with the 
Germans, was finally brought around 
to the French adamant vlewiioint by 
the Belgians' argument that they did 
not know whether there will be an en- 
tente five years hence or whether 
Germany' will he so strong that she 
will he able to resist the ycr.sailles 
torhty in toto. 

In marked contract to the depres- 
sion of .the Germans the French dele- 
gated on the otlier hand were Jubilant 
over the outcome of the negotiations. 
rremler Briand made the following 
declaration when the statements of 
the Germans were connnunlcated to 
him : 

"Now the allies' term of nn 'enforced 
peace' will be restored. "As* long as 
Germany felt that the allies Would 
not use mllltar>- and economic pres- 
sure they felt they could continue u 
policy of evasion and subterfuge. ;'. 
- "The allies feel that the 'German 
psychology- undtM-stands only fm-ee. 
The adlltary mensure-s which wc con- 
template will bring Gernmny back to 
her sens(!S. AVe fool that Gerjium'j* 
will ciinie forward soon with proposals 
to meet the Paris terms."

BRIEF WORDING OF 

OATH OF OFFICE 

. Waohlngton, March 4^— The 
oath of office of Prealdcnt aa ad- 
mlnlBtered today by the chief 
Justice of the United SUtes, Ed- 
ward Douglass White, follows: 
"I, Warren Gamaliel Harding, do 
solemnly swear that I will faith- 
fully execuU the office of PpcbI- 
dent of the United States anti 
will, to the best of my ability, 
preserve, protect and defend the 
Constitution of the United 
States."

WnBhington, March 4. — Wnrron

Tlie InuuRiiml ceremonlOH were the 
fihortefit in history, and but few Inaug- 
urnla Imve been more simple. 

Before a stnndlng crowd of thou- 
Bandfj, which* completely filled the 
broad plnza and eildlcd for blocks 
around the capltol Itself, tlio new 
President accepted the supreme gift 
of the republic In a short Inftugtinil 
■ address— nn address In which ho did 
not attempt to outline In other thnn 
gencrnl terms Oio program of Inter- 
national nnd domestic problems to bo 
followed by his administration. 
Day Clear and Cold. 

Inaiignrntlon day dawned clear anil 
cold. The temperature was not far 
. from freezing, and there was a stlfE 
breeze whipping the flags that deco- 
rated Pennsylvania avenue and the 
government buildings. 

In other days crowds moved rest- 
lessly up and down tlie jrtreot all night 
long and dnwn found many of them 
camping sleepily In points of vantage 
akpng historic Pennsylvania avenue to 
view the great cavalcade of dlgnl- 
tarles. Thfs raondng a machine gun 
could have swept the length nnd 
breadth of the avenue with but few 
casualties. 

No Pomp or Ceremony. 

Tliere was something coldly nnd dls- 
tinctly businesslike about today's In- 
nugximl. Gone were the pom[) nnd 
panoply, and display of other years 
with their extravagant decorations, 
crashing bands, marcldng military, 
and horse-drawn carriages of state 
proudly bearing silk-batted nnd frock- 
CQiited dignitaries In great parade. . 

In their stead came today the swift 
motor car, little music and an appar- 
cnt desire to get things over with In 
the shortest possible time and settle 
dnwn to the momentous labors that 
confront the new administration. 

Today's events began to march with 
swift efllclency . shortly after 10 
o'clock, when half a dozen automobiles 
drew snmrtly up before the Wlllard 
liotel. They formed the entire pnrado 
of the Harding Inaugimil. Only the 
first' four cars were really In It, the 
others being occupied by secret service 
men nnd reporters. Hero all the 
membei's of the Inaugural party were 
piclfed up with the exception of the 
President and Sirs. Wilson. 

, Committee Meets Harding. 

Shortly after 11 o'clock a half-dozen 
motors drew up in front of the United 
States capltol, threading their way 
.through the throngs which had gath- 
ered there, and the members of the 
congressional committee appointed to 
conduct the Inauguration clambered In 
and whirled downtown^ 

Headed by Senator Knox of Penn- 
Bylvanin, the congressional committee 
wont ,to the hotel room whore Mr. 
Harding liad spent the morning at 
work/ The committee with due for- 
nmlity announced that they liad_ ar- 
rived to conduct the President-elect 
to the. capltol to be Inaugurated, and 
the former Senator, with absolute lack 
of formality, addressed them famil- 
iarly, folded a sinall manuscript into 
Ms pocket. and Joined ttie cummlttce. 
A great crowd assembled before the 
hotel cheered as the new "executive 
made his way to a powerful motor 
nnd was whirled away to his future 
home— the White nouso. 

As Uio cars drew tip before the 
AVhIte-House gittes, the police on duty 



there saluted tlielr now "boss," and lie 
waved his hand at them. 

Grceta President Wilson. 

At the White House dour.4 (ho con- 
gressional comnUttee wag met by the 
chief usher and shown Into the east 
room, where President Wilson was 
seated. After an exchange of greet- 
ings the outgoing President rose, and 
while attendants wrapped him care- 
fully In, a cape, made his way to the 
car where his successor awaited him. 

President Wilson and President- 
elect Harding then drove together 
down Pemisylvnnia avenue, through a 
lane which police and secret service 
men had swept clear. Both Ihe re- 
tiring and the Incoming -Presidents 
acknowledged th« wild applause of 
the throngs. , ' 

Arrive at Capltol. 

Arriving at the capltol the party 
made tfielr way to tlie somUe Iloor. 
President Wilson (went to the I'resl- 
Ueut's room, just off the senate cham- 
her, where ho seated lilmself at a desk 
and began the signature of bills 
passed In the closing, minutes of con-' 
grc8.s. - . 

A few minutes before the hands of 

the senate clock turned to twelve the 
President-elect and the Vlce-Pr^sldeut- 
elect went Into the senate chamber.. 
There Jlr. Harding wns'greoted l)y his 
old friends and some of his old politi- 
cal enemies, and lie was apparently at 
complete case, for he felt at' home 
there— It was the scene of his llrst big 
public ser\'lce. 

Vice President Takes Oath. 
Vice President MarsliuU called for 
order. Twitching Ids gray mustache 
lie made u characteristically brief 
speech, thanking the senators for the 
courtesies they had shown him and 
then called Calvlii Coolldge to ho 
sworn lu OS Vice President. Newly- 
elected members of the senate were 
sworn In nnd the senate was ad- 
journed sine die. 

With the congressional committee 
In the load, President-elect Harding 
was escorted through the winding 
marble halls of the cupltol. to the 
front entrance. 

As the new President made his .ap- 
pearance on the steps of the Capltol 
building the crowds gathered In Capl- 
tol park went wild with cheering. 

Preceded by Chief Justice White, 
the President-elect mounted to a small 
platform which had been erected at 
the foot of the Capltol stops. 

With his flowing black robes swish- 
ing In tlie breeze the elderly chief Jus- 
tlco stood erect and. focing the 
bronzed, stalwart now President, ad- 
ministered the oath of olhce. 

The hand of Warren G." Hanllng 
was respectfully placed on the Bible, 
the oath of ofllce given, and the Unit- 
ed States had a new chief executive. 
Delivers Inaugural Address. 

Halting for a few, minutes — perhaps 
for a sllsnt prayer — President Hard- 
ing stopped to the froiit of the pint- 
form, placing his manuscript on a lit- 
tle table which has been used by every 
President since Abraham Lincoln, and 
delivered his inaugural address. 

The Inaugural nddrt^ss completed, 
President Hanl.Ing, still the object of 
the throng's admiration, took nis seat 
In his automobile, leaned over and In- 
structed the chauffeur to "go as fast 
OS the tradlc laws will allow" and was. 
whirled hack to the White House. 

At the White House n little group 
awaited — a group of tfloae dearest to 
the President. There was the tail, 
gray-haired womon that the President 
affectionately addresRod as "the duch- 
ess'* — the first lady of the land — nnd 
there was an upright standing, bonnled 
old gentloninn, the President's father, 
nnd his brother nnd a few other mem- 
bers of his immodlatq, family. They 
Joined In a simple luncheon logetlier. 
Political Leaders on Hand. 

Political leaders from all parts of 
the country were here. today for tlio 
Inauguration. The veteran of them all 
was Former Senator Chauncey M.De- 
pow of New York, who has attended 
every Inauguration since Abraham 
Lincoln.

Washington, March ; 4.— President 
Hording, In his Inaugural address, 
spoke substantially as follows: 

My Countrymen— When one surveys tho 
world about blra after the Iraat storm, 
nottng- tho marks of destruction and yet 
rejoicing In tlio ruKKednoaa of tho things 
which wlthfltood It, it ho Ih an Amerlcun 
no brcatiiea tho clarified atmoaphuro with 
EL Btranfire mlngUng of regret and now 
hopo. We have seen u world of passion 
flpond Its fury, but we contemplate our 
republic unahuken, and hold our civiliza- 
tion secure. Uherty— liberty wltliln the 
law-and civilization are Inaeparablo, and 
though both were tlircatoncd, wo And 
them now secure and threro comca to 
AnierlcanB tho profound aasuranco that 
our reprcBenlatlvo government Ifl the 
nlgheat expression and surest guaranty 
of both. . . 

.Standing In this prosonce, mindful of 
tlio aolomnlty of this occasion, feeling the 
emotions which no one may know until 
he sansea tho great welglit of rcaponslbll- 
Ity for hlniaeU, I must utter my belief In 
ho divine Inspiration of tlio founding 
fathers. . Buroly there muat liavo been 
God's Intent In the making of this new- 
world republic. Ours |g on organic law 
which hM but one ambiguity and wa saw 
that effaced in a buptlsm of Bacrlflce and 
blood, with union maintained, tho nation 
supremo and Ita concord Inspiring. Wo 
have soon the world rivet Its hopeful gaze 
on tho great truths on wlilch tlio found- 
ers wrought Wo liavo soen civil, human 
and religious liberty verified and glorllled. 
In tho beginning", tlie world acoffed at our 
experiment, today our foundations of po- 
litical and social belief stand unshaken, a 
precious Inheritance to ourselves, an m- 
Bplrlng example of freedom and civiliza- 
tion to all mankind. Let Us express re- 
newed and strengthened devotion. In 
grateful reverence for the Immortal be- 
ginning, and utter our confidence In the 
supremo fuldllment 

No Entanglement With Old World. 

Tho recorded progress of our republic, 
■materially and spiritually, In Itself provea 
tho wisdom of the Inherited policy of non- 
Involvement In old world affairs. Confi- 
dent of our abUlty to work out-our own 
destiny, and Jealously guarding our right 
to do BO, wo seek no part In directing tlio 
destinies of tho old world. Wo do not 
mean to he entangled. We will . acropt 
1 1 respoTiBlblllty except as our own s^on- 
Bclence and judgment, In each Instance, 
may determine. 

Our eyes never will be blind . to a 
developing menace, our ears never deaf 
to tho call of civilization, . Wo recog- 
nize tho now order of the world, with 
the closer contacts which progroaa has 
wrought. Wo sense tho call of tho 
human heart for fellowship, fraternity 
and co-operntlon. Wo crave fellow- 
ship, and harbor no hate. But Amer- 
ica, our America, tho Amnrica bulMed 
on the foundation laid by the Inspired 
fathers, can be a party to no perma- 
nent military alliance. It can enter 
Into no political commitments nor as- 
sume any economic obligations which 
win aubject-our.dovlslons to. any other 
than our own authority. 

AVIll Aadoclnir In Couniiel. 

We are ready to associate ourselves 
with the nations of the world, great 
and small, for conference, for counsel, 
to seek the expressed views of world 
opinion, to recommend a way to ap- 
proximate a disarmament and relievo 
the crushing burdens of military and 
naval eatabHshmentn. Wo elect to par- 
ticipate in suBgeatlng plans for-medla- 
tlon, conciliation and arbitration, and 
would gladly Join In that expressed 
conscience of progress which seeks to 
clarify and write the laws of Inter- 
national relationship, and establlah a 
world court, for tho disposition of such 
Justiciable questions as nations arc 
agreed -to submit thereto, but every 
commitment must be made in the ex- 
rrclso of our national, sovcrclngty. 
filncc freedom Impelled, and Indopcnd- 
enco Inspired, and nationality exalted, 
a world super-government la contrary 
to everything we cherish, and can have 
no sanction hy our republic This la 
not seinshncss. It Is sanctity. It Is 
not aloofness, It Is security. 

We have come to a new realization of 
our place In tho w*orld and a new apprai- 
sal of our nation by tho world. The un- 
selflshncsa of these United States la a 
thing proven. Our devotion to peace for 
ourselves and for the" world is well estab- 
lished. Our concern for preserved civili- 
zation has had Its Impassioned and heroic 
expression. There was no American fail- 
ure to reslflt the attempted rovornlon of 
ctvltlzntlon. . There will bo no failure to- 
day or tomorrow. ^ 
Declares Nation Has Spoken. 

The Bucccas of our popular government 
rests wholly upon the correct Interpreta- 
tion of the deliberate. Intelligent, depend- 
able popular will of Annrlca. In a delib- 
erate questlontng of a suggested change 
of national policy, where Internatlonallly 
was to Hupcraede nationality, wo turned 
to a referendum of the American people. 
There was .'unple discussion, nnd there la 
a republic mandate In manifest under- 
standing. 

America Is ready to encourage, eager to 
Inltlato, nnxlouB to participate in any 
seemly program likely to lessen the prob- 
ability of war and promote, that brother- 
hood of mankind which muat bo Qod'a 
highest conception of human relationship. 
Wo aspire to a high place In tl>o moral 
leadership of civilization; and -wo hold a 
maintained America, tho proven republic, 
tho unshaken temple of representative 
'democracy, to be. not only an inspiration 
and example, but the highest agency of 
strengthening good will and promoting 
accord on both continents. 

Mankind needs a world-wide benediction 
of understanding. It Is needed among. In- 
dlvWualB, among peoples, among govern- 
ments, and It will Inaugurate nn era of 
good feeling to mark the birth of a new 
order. 

United States as an Object Lesson. 

Wo must understand tho tics of trade 
hind nations In closest intimacy, and none 
.may receive except as ho gives. In the 
new order of finance and trade we mean 
to promote enlarged activities and seek 
expanded connOonce, 

Perhaps we can make no more hclnful 
contribution by example than a republic's 
capacity to emerge from the wreckage of 
war. While the world's embittered travail 
did not leave us devastated lands nor des- 
olated cities, left tio gaping wounds, no 
breast filled with hate, it did Involve us 
In tho delirium of expenditures, in ex- 
panded currency, and credits. In unbal- 
anced Industry. In unspeakable waste and 
disturbed relationships. While It uncov- 
ered our portion of hateful seinshncss at 



home. It also revealed the heart of Amer- 
ica as sound and fearless and beating. In 
confidence. unfailing. 

Supreme Task Ilcforv Nntlon. 

Our. supreme task In the resumption 
of our onward, normal way. Recon- 
strucUori, readjuatmont, restoration — 
all tlieao must follow. I would like to 
hasten them,. to llgl^ten the, spirit and 
add to the resolution with which we 
take up the task. Let me repeat for 
our nation, we shall give no people 
Just cause to mako war upon us, we 
hold no national prejudices, we enter- 
tain no spirit of rovengo, we do not 
hate, we do not covot, we dream of no 
conquest nor boast of armed prowess. 

If, despite this attitude, war Is again 
forced upon us, I earnestly hope a way 
may bo round which will unify our In- 
dividual and collective strength and 
consecrate all America, materially and 
spiritually, body and soul, tp national 
defense. There Is something Inherent- 
ly wrong, something out of accord 
with the Ideals of representative de- 
mocracy, when one portion of our citi- 
zenship turns Its activities to private 
fraln amid defensive war while another 
B fighting, sacrificing or dying for 
national preservation. 

A regret for the , mistakes of yester- 
day must not, however, bllud us to tho 
taaka of today. War never left such 
an aftermath. Discouraging indcbted- 
neas confronts us like all tho war- 
torn nations, and these obligations 
must be provided for. No civilization 
can survive repudiation. We can re- 
duce the abnormal expenditures, and 
.wo will. We can strike at war taxa- 
tion, and we must. Our most dangerous 
tendency Is to expect too much ot gov- 
ernment, and at the same time do for 
It too little. We need a rigid and yet 
sane economy, combined with fiscal 
Juatlce, and It must be attended by 
Individual prudence and thrift, which 
are bo essential to thlB trying hour, 
and reassuring for the future. . ■ ' 
ThhIc of ncniljimtmcnt. 

The business world rcUects the dis- 
turbance of war's reaction. The eco- 
nomic mechanism Is Intricate and lt9 
parts Interdependent, and It has suf- 
fo red the shocks and Jars Incident to 
abnormal demands,/ credit Innatlona 
and price > upheavals. We muat seek 
the readjustment with care and' cour- 
age. Perhaps we never shall know the 
old levels of wage again, because war 
Invariably readjusts compensations 
and the necessaries of life will show 
their Inseparable relationship, but we 
mUBt strike for normalcy to reach 
stability.. All the penalties will not 
be light, nor evenly distributed. There 
Is no instant stop from dlaorder to or- 
der. No altered system will work d 
miracle. 

Outlinen Psrtr'a I^rograiii, 
' Tho call Is for productive America 
to go on. I spouk for admlnlatratlve 
efficiency, for llghtfenlng tax burdens, 
for sound commercial practices, for 
adequate credit facllltlOB, for sympa- 
. thettc concern for all agricultural prob- 
lems,, for tho omission of unnecessary 
Interference of government with busi- 
ness, for an end to government's ex- 
periment In business, and for more 
efflclcnt business In government ad- 
ministration. 

Duty Before Women Voters, 

- With the nation-wide Induction of wom- 
anhood into our political life we may 
count upon her intuitions, her reOne- 
ment, her Intelligence and her Inlluence 
to exalt the social order. We count upon 
her exercise of the full privileges and the 
performance of tho duties of citizenship 
to speed tho attainment of the highest 
state. 

RevoluttonlstB Warned. 
If revolution Insists upon overturning 
established order, let other peoples make 
the tragic experlmenL There Is no place 
for It In America, When world war 
threatened civilization we pledged our re- 
sources and our Uvea to Its preservation, 
and when revolution threatens wo unfurl 
the flag of law and order and renew our 
conaocratlon. Oura Is a constitutional 
freedom where tho popular will Ib tlie 
law supreme and minorities are sacredly 
protected. Our revlalons, reformations 
and evolutions reflect a deliberate Judg- 
ment and an orderly progress, and we^ 
mean to cure our Ills, but never destroy 
or. permit destruction by force. 

"Tariff Readjustment 

It has been proved again and again 
that wo cannot, while throwing our mar- 
kets open to the world, maintain Ameri- 
can standards of living and opportunity, 
and hold our- Induatrlal eminence In such 
unequal competition. Today, aa never be- 
forer when peoples . are seeking trade 
restoration and expansion, we must ad- 
Just our tariffs to the new order. Wo 
seek participation In tho world's ex- 
changes, because therein lies our way to 
widened Inlluence and the triumphs of 
pence. Wo know full well we cannot sell 
where we do not buy, and we cannot sell 
successfully where we do not carry. Op- 
portunity 1b calling not alone for the 
restoration, but for a new era In produc- 
tion, transportation and trade, v/tj shall 
answer It best by mooting tJio demand 
of a surpassing home market, by pro- 
moling self-reliance In production and by 
bidding enterprise, genius and efllclency 
to carry our -cargoes In American bot- 
toms to tho marts of the world, 
Amerlcn*it Highest Idcnla. 

We should not have an America liv- 
ing within and for herself alone, but 
wo would have her self-reliant. Inde- 
pendent and ever nobler, stronger and 
richer. Believing In our higher stand- 
ards, reared through' xonstltuflonal 
liberty and maintained opportunity, 
we Invito the world to the same 
height. Dut pride In things wrought 
Is no reflex of a completed task. Com- 
mon welfare is tho goal of our national 
endeavor. Wealth la not Inimical to 
welfare. It ought to be Its friendliest 
agency. There never can bo equality 
of rewards or possessions so long aa 
the human iVlan contains varied talents 
and difTcring degrees of Industry and 
thrift, but oura ouglit to .be a country 
free from great blotches of distressed 
poverty. We ought to And a way to 
guard against the perils and penalties 
of unemployment. We want an Amer- 
ica of iiomes, illumined with hope and 
happiness, where mothers, -freed from 
the necessity for long hours of toll be- 
yond their own doora, may preside as 
befits the hearthstone of American cltl- 
zonahtp. 

Solemn Pledge fo the People,. 

Service Is tho supreme commitment 
of life. I would rejoice to acetaim the 
era of the Golden Rule and crown.lt 
with tho autocracy of service. I pledge 
an admlnlBtratlon wherein all the agen- 
cies of government are called to serve, 
and ever promote an understanding of 
government purely as an expression of 
the popular will. 

One cannot stand In this presence 
and he unmindful of tho tremendous 
rcHponalblllty. -- Tho world upheaval 
has added heavily to our tasks, but 
with tho realization comes the surge 
of hlgli resolve, and there ta reassur- 
.ance In belief In the Ood-glven destiny 
of our republic. If I felt that there 
Is to be sole responsibility In tho exec- 
utive for the America of tomorrow, I 
should shrink from the burden. But 
hero are a hundred millions, with com- 
mon concern and shared responsibility, 
answerable to God and country. "ThB 
republic summons them to their duty 
and I Invite co-operation. 

I accept my part with sTngle mlndcd- 
neaa of purpose and humility of spirit 
and Implore the favor and guidance of, 
God In His Heaven. With these I am 
unafraid, and confidently face the fu- 
ture.- 

I have taken tho solemn oath .of 
omce on that passage of holy writ 
wherein It is asked: "What doth tho 
LfOrd require of thee but to do Justly, 
and to love mercy, and to walk hum- 
bly with thy God." This I pledge to 
God and country.

This Is be- 
cause of the nrelied surfnce of the 
road whieh throws Ihe greater weight 
and strnin on the right-hand side of 
the vehicle and conwetpiently the right- 
liand'slde of the roadway. Truck 
builders nnd wagon makers Imve even 
iidjii.'^ted liielr axle.« and sprhiys so ns, 
to witlislnnd the grentcr .strain on ibe 
right-hand side of the vehicle.
